Linited Nations, to save the Jews of Eurone Report was 
also given of the activities of the Consuliative Commuttce 
and of the contacts conversations on Schaif of the 
Board and the Jom Fforcien Comanttee with the Govern- 
ment. the leaders of the churches, Members of Parliament 
and icadine publi 
Committec discussed thesc reports and made proposals for 
further actron 

A general discussion took place on the functions of the 
Board at present: the development and cxtension of its work 
im. the future: and the necessity tor creatine 
machinery by additions to the staff: and in other ways tor 
Gcalima wih the increased activities of the Board at present 
anc extended work in the future Ihe discussion m to be 
further continued.” 

The Board agreed with the President's sugecstion 
that. as both these matters arose m Connection 
with other reports, they should be dealt with unde: 
the. appropriate commiutices 


Steps to Help the Jews 


The report of the Joint Foreign Commitice, which 
was presented by Professor Brodetsky, gave a 
survey of all the different aspects of the Nazi exier- 
mination policy against the Jews of Europe. © It 
referred also to the conference convened by the 
Joint Foreign Committee on January 24 to consider 
what heip. could be given by the Jews here im the 
way of Immediate relief in the war-devasiated 
counties of Europe, in both the pre-armustice and 
post-war perrods, and enumerated suggested steps 
for saving Jews from Nazi-occupied Europe. The 
suggestions include the announcement by the Biilish 
Government of asylum for. Jewish refugees in 
Brit umn and the Colonies, the endéavour to obtain 
similar announcements from the US.; Allied 
Nations. British Dominions, and neutral countries 
adequate recognition of the speqally tavous abie 
position of Palestine for refuge with the various 
guarantees necessary regarding transfer and main- 
tenance 

For the main objective of saving the Jewish 
population in occupied Europe from ecatermination, 
the following 1s put forward: 

\ suggestion to the German Gavernment through appro- 
priate channels threat Jews under German control should be 
allowed to leave In addition, a request from the United 
Nations to the neutral Governments to approach Germany 
jointly and in their own names for the same purpose 
Perhaps the Pope would agree to associate timeclt with 
this neviral approach.” 

For the carrying out of these steps, it is finally 
stated, suitable machinery must be set up. 

Professor Brodetsky said that a vast mass of 
public opinion in this country had been expressed 
in favour of action being taken through mectings

“ Sergeatt Cohen showed the 
greatest determination. im par- 
ticular on October 24, when Re 
refilled his tanks with 
thon while they were im action 
on Miteryar Ridge and remained 
under fire wnttl ali were repien- 
ished. in sapite of having his 
trucks hit twice On Novem- 
ber 2 he again replenished his 
tanks under heavy shetifiec.” 

Serecant Cohen has 
served 2! years in the same 
regiment,. which he jomed 
when he was 16. He was 
Divisional Champion 
boxer, in India, and helds 
several cups. and medals 
ior boxing. hockey... and 
football. {t is interesting to record that when he 
left his regiment, in India, to go on Army Reserve, 
before the war, his Commanding officer gave him a 
recommendation to Scotland Yard for the-Mounted 
Police. Cohen duly presented this letter but was 
politely told that his Colonel probably meant the 
Paiestine Police, not the Metropolitan Police

A vivid picture of the gallant contribution by the 
Jewish units of the British Army was given by Dr 
Bernard Joseph, of the Jewish Agency Political 
Department, in an interview with the press im Jeru- 

| following his return from Eeypi 

Yishuv and the Jews if the Dias ord, said, 
sc arcely realised the great mission which the Jewish 
units are discharging in.a number of key services 
at the battle front. The excellent -organisation 
maintdined by the Jewish Ti ansport Units, he said, 
had contributed to the rapid pace of advance of the 
Army, while the capability of Royal 
Engineers had assisted in bultressing the El Alamein 
bastion. Semilar praise could be of ti 
Jewish Camouflage Company. British officers to 
whom Dr. Joseph had spoken asserted that they 
were SO impressed by the ine Jewrsh 
settlements. in Palestine that they wanted visit 
the country and see the Jewish achievements 

Among the members of the Surveyors Unit, con- 
tinued Dr. Joseph, there were some Jewish military 
cartographers whose cqual it was difficult to thad 
throughout the Middle East, according to the test» 
mony of Britush Commanders. A giowing chapter 
was also contributed by the work of the Jewish 
A.T.S., in whose hands important key services had 
deen placed and who, in the opimion of their 
superiors, had excelled race the Libyan campaign. 


DEATH OF US. AIR ACE 


Whole columns in all American newspapers aré 
devoted to the news of the death on active service 
of Sergeant Meyer Levin, the popular Jewish. air- 
man. who won fame in this war when. as bombar- 


-dier of Captain Colin Kelly's aircraft, he sank the 


Japanese battleship Haruna in the first American 
victory of the war 

Sergeant Levin, who was 26, was killed when his 
‘plane, returning from a bombing mission, crashed 
into the sea during a storm 40 miles south of Port 
Moresby on January 7. Three of the crew were 
saved by an Australian flying boat. 

Editorials in the leadimg American papers 
emphasise that Americans of all faiths are proud 
of the heroic feats performed by the Brooklyn 
Jewish airman. The Jewish Labour unions are 
raising funds to buy a bomber which will bear 
Levin's name. Large crowds af mournets sur- 
rounded the home of Levin in 33rd Street, Brook- 
lyn, when the news of his death became known 

Levin, a graduate of Brooklyn Technical High 
School, after studying at the Brooklyn Engineering 
School of Aviation, enlisted in the Air Corps in 
June, 1939. He served in. Hawaii and was one of 
hazardous flight to 
Manta under Major. Emmet O'Donnel. He was 
awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for the sinking of the Haruna, and - 
later he was awarded the Silver Star after hitting 


a 12,000-ton ship in the Coral Sea battle.

NEW POLISH MASSACRES 
Nazis Admit Latvia Slaughter 


A desperate appeal to world Jewry to take 
immediate steps for the rescue of Jews im Poland 
who are faced. with a new wave of massacres, ha 
beech received in London through underground 
channels 

Ihe appeal says that deportations and massacres 
are sweeping the whole of Western Poland, and that 
one. of the worst pogroms had mn 
Cz7enstechowa 

It ws thooglit that the massacres are connected 
with the carrying out of. the secent..Nazi orders 
confining the Jews to 55 specified places in Poland 

A proclamation has been issied by the ilicgal 
Catholic “ Front of Reawakened Poland.” calling 
on. Poles to denounce the massacre of the Jews 
“ Let us raise our voices, as Catholics and Poles,” 
it declares. “ We will not follow the example of 
Pilate, We have no chance to prevent the massacres, 
we cannot:help, cannot save anybody. But we can 
protest from the depth of our hearts which are 
filed with compassion, sorrow, and doubt. We 
also protest as Poles agamsi the attempts at putting 
the burden of responsibility for the massacres on 
the Lithuanians and Poles.’ 

The fact of the systematic extermination of the 
Jewish population in German-occupied territories 
in the East has been admitted for the first terme m 
an official German broadcast. Atrocities allegedly 
commitied by the Russian occupation troops im 
Latvia were quoicd in an attempt to justify the 
murder policy. 

“ Memories survive,” the announcer said, “ of 
the one year of Bolshevik rule, the G.P.U. cellar 
in Riga full of mutilated corpses, the wagons left 
behind by the Bolsheviks im their mad flight, full 
of children to be deported to Siberia—<starved to 
death. One remembers the terror rule of the Jews 
who, in the security of Bolshevism. carried out the 
sadism of the Old Testament. In no other country, 
therefore, have the Jews been so radically exter- 
minated as here.”

Many More Questions 


GOVERNMENT'S DISAPPOINTING 
ANSWERS 


[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


The answer Mr. Eden in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday gave M.P.s the impression 
that the Government are moving very slowly in 
aitempts to rescue Jews of Hitler's Europe from 
massacre. Notice had been given of several 
questions to the Foreign Secretary. 

Mr. Silverman asked when he expected to be in 
&@ position to announce the results of his negotiations 
with the United Nations concerning the rescue of 
Jews from Nazi-occupied Europe. 

Sir Percy Hurd asked if he was aware of the 
growing public uneasiness caused by the compara- 
tive inaction of the United Nations in succouring 
the tortured Jewish people of Europe; and whether 
he would follow precedent and suggest the appoint- 
ment of someone 6f international experience and 
repute of the Nansen type to focus attention on the 
difficulties of the ition and effect a remedy. 

Ir. Little asked whether, in conjunction with the 
Allies, he would explore further avenues of help for 
the Jews and seck the assistance of neutral countries 
in a united effort to prevent Hitler from exterminat- 
ing the Jews from Axis and subjugated countries. 

Vir. W. J. Brown asked whether he would initiate 
representations by the United Nations to the German 


* Government to permit Jews to leave the occupied 


countrics of Europe: offer protection to Jews 
liberated or escaping from the occupied territories; 
facilitate the transfer of Jews, and their asylum in 
the territories and colonies of the United Nations: 
urge on the neutral countries the desirability of 
receiving as many Jewish refugees as possible until, 
with victory, plans could be made for their 
permanent settiement; and make avajlabie the 
fullest possible facilities for the immigration of 
Jewish refugees to Palestine. 

Mr. Eden replied to all these questions, saying: 
I would remind my honotrable friends of the state- 
ment made in the House by the Deputy Prime 
Minister (Mr. Attlee) on January 19. The only 
purely effective means of succouring the tortured 
Jewish and, I may add, other suffering peoples of 
Europe lics in an Allied victory. In deyoting all 
their energies and resources to this end the Govern- 
ments and peoples of the United Nations are there- 
fore seeking to bring relief to all the oppressed. 
As regards such measures of rehef and rescue as 
may be immediately practicable, the House will recall 
the proposals announced by the Secretary of State 
for the Colontes (Colonel Stanley) in respect to 
Palestine. These will be put into operation as 
rapidiy: as facilities can be arranged. In addition 
to these, a considerable number of refugees of 
Allied nationalities have arrived, and contimuc to 
arrive, in this country. As regards infernational 
action, | am not yet able to say when | shall be in 
2 Position io make a statement. I do not think That 
Dr. Nansen’s appointment by the. League of 
Nations, which was made some considerable time 
after the last war, affords any useful precedent tor 
dealing with the difficulties experienced in war-time 

A Grim Sotletion 

Mr. Silverman, whilst unwilling to embarrass the 
Government, pointed out that the Allied declaration 
was made ten weeks ago, and many Members feared 
that by the time the Allies had concerted their plans 
there would be nobody left to save. 

Mr. Eden said that he did not think that tt was 
true to say that nothing had begn done by this 
country unilaterally-even since the declaration was 
made. There were, however, some matters, such 
as assurances to neutral countries, which really 
must be done by the United Nations and could not 
be done by us alone. 

Mr. Graham. White asked if, having regard to the 
difficulty of making simuliancous agreements in 
advance by a number of countries, Mr. Eden would 
not dismiss entirely from his mind the possibility 
of sending some envoy to visit the various countries 
concerned with the idea of cxpediting negotuations. 

Mr. Eden said he would not dismiss that from his 
mind, but he doubted whether it would expedite 
matters, 

Commander Locker Lampson: asked whether it 
was not. true that the Jewish people. were the only 
people on behalf of whom the House of Commons 
rose in mute homage, and whether that was not one 
reason among others for allowing a debate on this 
subject in the near future. 

Mr..Eden said he should not oppose a debate if 
the House wanted it, his only doubt was whether 
it would facilnate matters. 

Mr. W..J. Brown asked if Mr. Eden was satisfied 
that we were taking the unilateral action we could, 
and could he do anything to expedite the announce- 
ment about multilateral action. 

Mr. Eden said he thought this country,had a 
pretty good record. That did not mean he should 
not like to improve it, but it was pretty good. He 
was doing all he could in regard to multilateral 
action, but this was a question which was pretty 


baffling in some aspects. 


Private Negotiations 


Mr. Edmund Harvey asked if it was not a fact 
that the Government were already conferring on 
means of action which could not be announced in 
the interests of the victims and possible victims. 

Mr.. Eden said that was certainly true. There 
were negotiations going on which he should not like 
to make public, 

Mr. Silverman asked if Mr. Eden was not aware 
that when the Colonial Secretary announced what 
was being done in Palestine, he expressly said that 
would form no part of Great Britain's effort but 
was purely Palestine’s own effort, and that our con- 
tribution was being reserved so that it could form 
part of the United plan. Did he not think the 
time had come when our effort should be made on 
its own as an example to others? ps

REFUGEE CHILDREN ARRIVE 
Six-Week Journey From Persia 


A warm welcome was given by the Yishuv last 
week to BW children who arrived from Teheran, 
accompanied by 350 adults, after having travelled 
since the beginning of January. As a result af the 
lragi Government's refusal to grant them transi 
views, the children, as was reported carlier, had 
been compelicd to sail for six weeks from the 
Persian Gulf through the Indian Ocean and the Red 
Sea vie Sucz Palestinc. 

The wrst ten coaches, carrying 400 children, 
arrived early m the mornme at the rarway station 
of Rehovot, where the refugees were met by the 
two Palestinian Chicf Rabbis, Dr. Isaac Herzog 
‘and Rebbi Benzion Uzicl, Mr. Isaac Ben-Zvi, Presi- 
dent of the Vaad Leumi, delegates of the Jewish 
‘Agency, and delegations from all Jewish schools in 
the Southern District of Palestine. 

On their arrival the children, who are between 
the ages of three and ten, looked well, although their 
cloihes were badly worn. Cheerfally they thanked 
the British authorities and the police who had 
accompanied them from Eevpt.

DESPERATE. APPEAL 
Yishuv’s Day of Mourning 


A pathetic appeal to the democratic world to 

‘ treat us in our plight as you would if the slaughter 
affected you directly,” was voiced by Mr. Isaac 
Ben-Zvi, President of the Vaad Leumi when he 
opened a rally of representatives of the Yishuv held 
in connection with Palestines day of fast and 
prayer for the martyred Jews of Europe at the 
Assembly Hall of the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem 
on Monday. 

The hall was crowded to capacity. All members 
of the Assefat Hanivcharim, members of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, leaders of the New Zionist 
Organisation, and of the Agudat Israc! Organisa- 
tion, as well as representatives of the local councils 
and associations of settlers and many other prom- 
nent persons, were present. 


Call to All Nations 


Mr. Ben-Zvi's address was followed by a pro- 
clamation by the Chief Rabbinate appealing “from 
the heights of Zion ” to all nations, governments, 
and religious leaders outside and within the Nazt- 
occupied territories to “ save immediately what can 


be saved We categorically demand of Ger- 
many, the proclamation continues, “ ‘the openmeg 
of the gates so that Jews may leave: and of the 


neutral and Allied States the opening of their gates 
to refugees fleeing from the sword. We vigorously 
protest against the Nazi atrocities.” The proclama- 
tion concludes by calling upon the Jews living under 
the Nazi heel moot despair. 

A resolution was adopted declaring that “Isracl’s 
blood shed by Hitltr will not be atoned for with the 
biood of the murderer oniy This blood will borl 
and give no rest for ever to those who stand idle and 


complacent with declarations of future reprisals, 
while millions of our brothers and sisters cryme 
for help find ‘not even a needie's cye opening tor 
rescue.

HUNGARY TURNING FROM 
AXIS ? 
Jew-Laws Relaxed 


Anti-Jewish regulations in Hungary have recently 
been relaxed in practice, according to a special 
correspondent writing in the Swiss Sr. Gatier 
TaGBiarr. 

This, he says, is part of a thorough change which 
has become apparent in Hungarian relations with 
the Axis. The anti-Jewish laws introduced under 
German pressure have brought great personal 
advantages to many individuals, but they have 
helped the country as a whole very little. Recently, 
the application of these laws has been relaxed in a 
striking manner. On the quiet, those firms which 
export a third of their production were relieved of 
the obligation to apply the Jew-laws to thei 
employees 

Special treatment of a kind which till recently 
would have been quite out of the question has now 
been permitted for the Jewish labour service 
workers. They do not have to work on Saturdays: 
they are empl yed according to then capabdilitres 
and ther familees are given 
the same compensatio‘ as the families of Hungarian 
soldiers.

The report adds that the Rumanian Government 
would be prepared to convey the released Jews to 
their new’ destinations in Rumanian ships which 
would sail under the insigma of the Vatican.”

GIRAUD THE RETICENT 
Grudging Concessions in N. Africa 


Commenting upon the latest decree of General 


Giraud under which Jews serving in African labour 
battahons may now on application be transferred 
to combatant units, the Fighting French newspaper 
Peance declares that these modifications of the 
Jew-laws in North Africa leave the principle of 
racial discrimination intact. 

The decree m question restricts the rieht of Jews 
to serve im fighting units to those formations which 
It also provides for the 
admission of Jewish doctors to the Medical Service 
and the restoration of Jewish offwers of the former 
regular army who were decorated for bravery or 
had been wounded during the campaign in France 
to their former rank.

“ One notes,” the Fighting French paper points 
out, “how reticent are these modifications of the 
Vichy anti-Jewish measures. The Jews are not 
admitted on full right to the army. Their ranks are 
given back to them only im specified cases. The 
racial legislation is being upheld in principle and 
only mrtsgated. This does not conform exactly to 
the ideals of the French and of the Allies

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THE POISON SPREADS 


THE noticeable extension of the anti-Jewish campaign in 
this country compels us to recur once again to this very 
grave subject, not only in the interests of Jews but in 
those of the whole population and particularly of the 
country’s war effort and internal security. There are, it 
is true, a number of complacent sceptics who doubt the 
increased dimensions of this insidious revival. But their 
‘comfortable outlook receives no countenance from the 
facts. 
minded publicist who has denounced Jew-baiting in recent 
‘months has become. forthwith the target for a shower 
of abusive and threatening letters. The suggestion of an 
organised movement in all this is difficult to resist. Inflam- 
matory anti-Jewish slogans suddenly and more or less 
simultancously make their appearance—"“all over London” 
—as a speaker at Sunday's anti-Fascist rally, himself a 
member of the Central Bus Committee, warned us. Again, 
the defacing of the Lenin Memorial and the daubing of 
it with “ PJ.” (Perish Judah!) must, it is now agreed, have 
been carefully planned and exccuted by an organisation, 
and protests against it have been answered by the chalking 
up of new slogans near the Memorial despite the watch- 
fulmess of the police. A demonstration against Hitler's 
murders was announced in Lewester. When the audience 
reached the meeting-place, they found the walls plastered 
with ‘the current anti-Semitic slogans. And so on and so 
forth. In all of this, even the most purblind can hardly 
refuse to recognise the evidence of a concerted campaign. 
Anti-Semitism, declared Councillor Piratin, of Stepney, 
at a meeting this week, was on the imcrease in the factories 
and im the ordinary spheres of life. Mysterious new 
‘Organisations under fancy names spring up with almost 
mushroom-like suddenness and attract to their gatherings 
former .Fascists and ex-18ps. Printed encitements circulate 
once more. in short, the “rats are coming out of their 
holes "-—though with a new audacity which may not offend 
the “ be kind to the suspects ” school but is disconcerting 
to the ordinary matter-ol-fact citizen. Side by side with 
all this and closely co-ordinated both in matter. and 
method there goes a noticeably increased anti-Semitic 
acerbity in the Nazi radio propaganda put over by the 
trattor broadcasters like William Joyce. Hitler's anti-Jewish 
hatred reaches a new pitch of ferocity as he vows “ the 
extinction of Jewry in Europe.” And while the Nazi 
radio cunningly strives to further some new treacherous 
peace-move, the slogan: “ Mosley for Peace! ” appears 
on the wails over here. Coimcidence? Very. very 
sirange comcidence! 
‘One of the. principal difficnities in countering this 
mechiel is that those in authority who should. be most 
watchfully aware of what is gomg on frequently shrink 
from the whole loathsome business, yielding perhaps 
understandably to a reluctance to foul their fingers by 
dealing with it This feeling can, however, no more absolve 
responsible parties in this matter than it would doctors 
irom carrying out a plam, even though unpleasant, duty to 
protect the Community against foul disease of the body. 
There are some who take comfort and case in the belief 
that, after all, the masculine good sense of the country will 
render immune to the onset of the anti-Semitic malady. 
They forget that, for ten years and more, the popular 
resistance has been undermined by a powerful and in- 
creasing infection from: Germany of anti-Jewish slander, 
repeated with damnable iteration in accordance with the 
Hitlerian precept that if hes are only big enough and 
repeated often enough they are sure, in the end, to be 
believed. Can there be surprise if some even ordinarily 
sensible and decent people succumb to this fiendish plan, 
if, tired and fretful beneath years of wartime strain, they 
suspend their normal sanity so far as to think that “ there 
may be something in it,” if a certain malaise spreads and 
becomes the breeding ground of suspicion developing into 
downright anti-Jewish hostility? Hitler himself seems. well 
satished at his information of the spread of his poison, for 
in his latest speech he truculently boasts: “ “Fhe Nazi world 
of ideas will become the common property of all peoples, 
even our enemies.” And this boast is significantly embedded 
in the middie of that part of his speech which is devoted 
to anti-Semitism. 
In these circumstances there is very urgent need fdr 
wise and salutary action, if very serious consequences 
are to be avoided. There are two poisoned weapons which 
the Nazi-Fascists just at present 
noticeable success. One is the accusation that Jews are 
the black market. This charge, of course, is founded 
on an illusion—the illusion, created by press reports, that 
Jewish guilt .in those vaguely defined spheres of crime 
known as black market offences is disproportionately 
great. The grotesqueness of the charge is obvious to those 
who think clearly and think honestly. First of all there 


must by now have been something like 100,000 of these 


prosecutions, but a tiny fraction of which could be 


mentioned in. the..press. Only stupidity or prejudice or 


both would jump to the conclusion that in the unrecorded 
balance Jews wefe implicated in even anything like a 


To mention but a very few of these: Every liberal- — 


have justified the

majority of them. In any case it is absurd to judge a 
community's culpability solely on the ground of the 
number of offences committed by its members and to 
overlook the fact that a dozen or a hundred Jewish 
offences, perhaps trivial and explicable by the complexity 
of the regulations, may be utterly and entirely outbalanced 
by the enormity of a single non-Jewish contravention—and 
this by whatever standard one measures the magnitude 
of ‘the offences. The question arises whether it might not 
be in the public interest for a few distinguished ahd up- 
right men whose rectitude, fairness, acumen, and judgment 
are generally recognised as beyond question, to be 
empowered to examine the records of these prosecutions 


with a view to forming a general judgment so that, if they 


were so convinced, they might throw out the bill of tndict- 
ment which appearances and Fascist propaganda have con- 
spired to draw up against Anglo-Jewry on this particular 
count. 

The other potsoned weapon which the anti-Semites are 
very active with at present is the lie that Jews are Service- 
dodgers. That slander has been pointedly refuted by the 
Prime Minister and the War Secretary. But the Jews 
being less than one per cent of the population and their 


contribution to the many mullions of the British Armed 


Forces being scattered all over the country and the 
forcign war areas, it passes unseen, so that even serving 
soldiers come to believe that it does not exist. We submit 
that, in the vital national interests, the truth should be 
systematically brought home to the men and .women in 
the Services, by, for example, ABCA liecturés, and to the 
population in general by immediate steps for the forma- 
tion of a Jewish Army whose presence and activities could 
not be denied even by the brazen liars who purvey Jew- 
hatred. 

_Nor need the march of truth halt at this point. Over 
much of the field of administrative action Government 
Departments have recurring opportunities for tracking 
down the lie. The lecturers under the various Ministries 
have an obvious opportunity to: further this necessary 
work. The Board of Education through the appropriate 
teaching stafis can expose the fallacy of tacialism and its 
deadly perils not only to the nation at war, but to the 
better Order that the Peace is to bring. We may not be 
able to re-edtcate the German youth sodden with the 
iniguities of Hitlerism. But we can at least protect our 
own vouth and create in them healthy minds capable of 
functioning justly and equably in a Democratic State. 
Even in the elementary schools the teaching of civics can 
be adjusied to the formation of character in view of 
the new-old heresies and cruelties that have assailed us 
in these last tragic years. It is no valid argument to say 
that such Government action would impart an undesir- 
able seriousness to the anti-Semitic movement, The 
seriousness is already there, plain for all men to see, and 
only children play the game of “let's pretend.” § Sul 
less convincing and unworthy would be the counsel of 
despair summed up in the plea that the difficulty of the 
job is beyond the capabilities of this country. .-The brains 
and the sublime courage that found the answer to the 
Germans. magnetic mine are surely not to be. baffled by 
Hitler's. “ most important. weapon m my. propaganda 
arsenal,” or by his collaborators in this work, the street- 


. corner spouters, the wall-scribblers, and mischief, whisperers, 


the disreputable hawkers of slanders and treason? The 
trouble, however, with this insidious anti-Semitic plague 
is that, as was the case until recently with another form of 
revolting infection, there is an unwillingness to recognise 
its existence. And so it is nobody's business to deal with 
it—and so the poison spreads unchecked. 


GOVERNMENT BY THE WEAK 

THE special meeting of the Deputies on Sunday duly dis- 
posed of the business of. amending their constitution. The 
chief change introduced was one for broadening the Board's 
representative basis; but the terms of the amendment have been 


drawn so widely that only its practical application can deter- . 


mine whether its effects will be salutary. it ts much -to be 
regretted that the proposal to co-opt a limited number of 
members for a stated period was turned down. In part this 
was due to the opposition of the Zionist caucus, which appar- 
ently apprehended some dangerous opportunity for the anti- 
Zionists to eet their hands on the wheel once more—a rather 
far-fetched fancy, though had it been substantial it might 
caucus’s implacable resistance. Elsewhere 
a good deal of the hostility was attributed to the belief that 
co-optation is not democratic, the Deputies having notoriously, 
in the past, shown themselves such zéalous guardians of the 
democratic principle. Little account was taken of the fact 
that such public bodies as, for instance, the L.C.C. co-opt 
Aldermen without thereby ceasing, in anybody's eyes, to be 
‘democratic, or of the fact that no other way seems open to 
the Board of enriching its personnel in preparation for tasks 
that will demand the best in the way of communal intellect and 
character. No, the Board must be one hundred per cent 
“elected “wor nothing. Much more ridiculous and at the same 
time disquieting was the opposition based apparently on the 
fear that the new men would outshine the present rank and 
file and perhaps dominate them dnd their counsels. As if the 
Community would suffer any headaches on that account! 
Obviously the answer to this silly argument is for the Com- 
munity to see that the men they elect are a match for the co- 
opted. Actually the argument shows either a lack of confidence 


in their cause by the men who were swayed by it, or an abject 
want of confidence in themselves. But not for them are the 


Tennysonian lines: “ Better fifty years of Europe than a cycle 
of Cathay.” The men of lesser calibre are afraid of those of 
greater mental stature~afraid of their gifts, afraid of their 
advice. So let us resign ourselves to the dictatorship of the 
menial proletariat.. Long live mediocrity!

ONLY THAT AND NOTHING MORE 


More than two months have elapsed since the moving 
demonstration in Parliament against Hitler's mass-murders and 
of sympathy with the victims. But still there is no practical 
sequel to it; and Mr. Eden’s solemn arraignment on dhat 
memorable occasion remains “a voice and naught beside,” to 
judge by the latest Government statement in Parliament this week. 
There is not even any evidence so far, writes Miss Eleanor 
Rathbone, M.P., in a moving article in the News CHRONICLE, 
of any change in the Home Secretary's regulations under which 
visas are refused even to refugees with sons in our armed 
Forces, however amply guaranteed as to’ political reliability 
and financial maintenance. We have been told that negotia- 
tions were being conducted with other, friendly, Governments. 
Are we to assume, therefore, that it is in those quarters that 
obstructive unwillingness to help in rescue measures has been 
encountered? But if Great Britain had instantly proclaimed 
the principle of asylum in her lands for those threatened by 
Hitler's murder plan and who could reach these shores, is it 
not likely that this resistance would not have been persisted 
in? Might it not have robbed reluctant States of the ready 
excuse that even Britain, the very temple of the doctrine of 
asylum, was doing nothing? 


AWARD FOR SHOCHTIM 


Tue award of Sir Robert Waley Cohen, granting increased 
emoluments to the employees of the Shechita Board, entails 
a considerable extra expenditure. No one, however, will 
oppose it on that ground, or grudge the. sacrifices u will 
demand, and it has, in fact, already won general approval, to 
which should be added a word of cordial thanks to Sir Robert 
for the excellent job of work he has done, It is now squarely 
up to the Shochtim themselves to respond in the right spirit 
to the consideration which their demands have been shown. 
Every one of them must recognise that he holds a most 
responsible, as well asa sacred, position and that it depends 
largely on the absolute integrity and devotion to duty which he 
shows whether respect for Kashrut and loyalty to Judaism— 
already so tragically declining—should diminish still further, 
with painful consequence to Jewry in these islands. The Shoch- 
lim S position is one of very solemn trust and they must have 
realised that Sir Robert, in his masterly adjudication, plainly 
indicated the importance which attaches to that fact. 


DIGNITY AND IMPUDENCE 

RECENTLY the Home Office, having to consider the position 
of a certain North London Yeshiva supported by the funds of the 
Chief Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council, took the obvious 
course of inviting the Chief Rabbi to see them on the matter. 
Dr. Hertz complied with their wish, and took with him Dr. 
Schonteld, the Executive Director of the Council in question. 
The matter was discussed with a high official and subsequently, 
in accordance with the usual practice, the Department sent a - 
letter to Dr. Hertz, placing.on record the understanding arrived 
at. In the course Of this letter, one of the provisos stipu- 
lated that the Yeshiva in question should “continue to: be 
under the supervision of the Chief Rabki and the Deputy 
Chief Rabbi.” These last three words were quite obviously 
written under a misapprehension, and Dr. Hertz, being a 
gemtieman and having wide experience of public life, shrank 
from having the mistake of an over-worked official placed on 
record in Departmental files. Gently and tactfully, therefore, 
he set the matter right. “ Both | and my Religious Emergency 
Council” (our italics), he wrote, “ wil] continue to supervise the 
activities of the College.” The Home Office letter with its 
reference to the “ Deputy Chief Rabbi” came to the knowledge 
of the United Synagogue. Thereupon, without first consulting 
the Chef Rabbi, the U.S. Hon. Officers addressed themselves 
(through the United Synagogue Secretary, Mr. Goldberg) to 
the Home Office. Their missive—-one had almost said missile— 
was of the hoity-toity kind and was>couched in the . most 
pompous oOfficialese. It breathed a spirit of petty querulous- 


ness and alternated, not without a certain comicality, between the | 


solemn citation of a Victorian Act of Parliament and the indul- 
gence Of petulant innuendoes concerning Dr. Schonfeld, who 
seems to have been the particular object of the antipathy of 
the chief redactor—whoever who he may be. Certainly the 
letter bore no indication, apart from the signature, of the com- 
position, let alone inspiration, of that very capable communal 
servant, Mr. Philip Goldberg. 


HOW NOT TO DO IT 


THe Honorary Officers, in their letter, expressed their con-— 
cern at the reference, in the Home Office summary, to “a 
person described as the Deputy Chief Rabbi.” The letter went 
on to say that Mr. Goldberg had been instructed by the Hon. 
Officers “ to inform you that no such office exists, nor is any- 
one entitled so to describe himself” (a statement with a suggestive 
look about it). Finally—and one presumes, in case the 
Department had not by then been convinced that it had made 
a mistake—there followed the parting announcement that “ we 
think it important that you should be made aware that Dr. 
Schonfeld holds no office under the United Synagogue and 
is not connected with any Synagogal organisation which par- 
ticipates in the maintenance of the office of Chief Rabbi or 
which recognises its authority” (the last words are in them- 
selves a contradiction of the known facts). Yes indeed, it is as 
difficult to imagine such folly to come from the admirable 
Secretary as to attribute the jpitiative in its perpetration to so 
experienced a public man as the President. But can the Council 
of the United Synagogue be surprised if members of the Com- 
munity read into it some things more than was stated—petty 
dislikes and rivalries—wring their hands in despair over the 
common bétise that has been enacted, and ask themselves what 
will become of the communal relations with Departments of 
State if every official mistake is demolished with such a crude 
and thunderous Barrage of contradiction and with such com 
plete absence of tact, good feeling, and savoir-faire ?

Manchester Views 


Alt & meeting of the Council of Manchester and 
Salford Jews which was held last week, the Presi- 
dent, Major E. C. Q. Henriques, J.P., said that the 
Council oa interested itself, in co-operation with 
the Mancheste: Shechita Board, in the question of 
the proposed | scheme for kasher

epartment soneannn did not propose to proceed 
with this particular scheme, but the Shechita Board 
had some new proposals under considcration. 

Mr. Hyman Weinberg, reporting on the work of 
the Trades Advisory Council (of which he is Chair- 
man of the Marchester Area Council) spoke of 
continued malpractices of some Jewish food traders.

PLEA FOR CENTRALISING JEWISH 
REPRESENTATION 


Aguda Meeting at Leeds 


The Agudat Israel is organising a series of public 
meetings ape nny the country in an effort to 
rouse Jewish public opinion to the need for closer 


co-operation stween leading Jewish organisations 
in presenting post-war demands. The first meeting 
was held in $ last week under the Chairmanship 


of Rag S. Perrin. 
H. A. Goodman, Political Secretary of the 
Agudis World Organisation, spoke of the urgency 
concerted action for ensuring the rights of the 
Jews in the post-war world now that the war has 
entered a decisive stage ‘tT am not aware that 
Jewish organisations have any plan. There is a 
mancuvring for position, for prestige, We may 
yet see a repetition at a peace conference of the 
dismal scene at Evian, where some twenty Jewish 
bodies jostled to be heard for a few moments.” 

Mr. Goodman went on to say that the Joint 
Consultative Committee, for .which the Agudat 
Israel had pressed for months, had brought a 
glimmer of hope But here also there was a feeling 
that party bureaucracy was dominant. lf properly 
developed. and extended, the Committee might 
become the nucleus of a centralised Jewish repre- 
sentation. He paid tribute to Professor Selig 
Brodetsky who had guided. the activities of the 
Committee. He thought, however, that this. tagk 
was too important to be. dealt with casually, and to 
be relegated to a spare half-hour after other dutics 
have been settied 

There was also the question of dual loyalties, 
on the one hand to a political party, on the other, 
to the needs of Kial Yisroc! as a whole. If the 
Consultative Committee was to function property. 
and—as envisaged—to deal with general Jewish 
problems, it might be necessary for its direction to 
be entrusted to a full-time Chairmanship and 
Secretariat 

It was clear that the world of to-morrow would 
be dominated by the English-speaking peoples. It 
was thus essential that the Jewries of England and 
America co-ordinate their cflorts.. Attempts in this 
direction which had huherto been made had not 
achieved much success. lt almost appeared as if 
American Jewry was not keen ¢cven on a jumor 
partner. Yet British Jewry had been able to achicve 
some form of co-ordimation in the Consultative 
Committee, an example which might be tollowed 
by the more powerlul community across the 
Atlantic

OBITUARY 


MRS. CARMEL HADEN GUEST 


The death occurred in London on Saturday of 
Mrs, Carmel Haden Guest, who had. a many-sided 
career—she was playwright, actress, and musician, 
and a busy communal! and public worker. 

Mrs. Guest, who was a daughter of the late 
Colonel Goldsmid, was educated at the Ro - 
Academy of Music, where she gained medals 
the harp and dramatics. She was the author of 
several plays, including “ of 
oon performed under the Murie 


The Committee of the English Zionist Federation 
and the Council of the Jewish Territorial Organisa- 
tion were among the Jewish bodies on which Mrs. 
Guest served. From her youth she was a keen 
supporter of humanitarian causes. She helped in 
medical work in France during the last war, visited 
Russia during the Civil war, and Spain during the 
Spanish war. Her eldest son, David, was killed on 
the Ebro fighting in the International Brigade 


DR. ARTHUR ROSENBERG (New York) was 
formerly a Professor of History in the University 
of Berlin and at one time a left wing ~~ of 
the Reichstag until the Nazi regime. A r 
from Germany at the earliest period of Fag Nazi 
assumption of power, he was appointed an Honor- 
ary Visitin Fellow at the University of Liverpool, 
where he did research work and gave lectures for 
three years, during which period he identified him- 
self actively with Jewish cultural work and was a 
frequent speaker at meetings. Among the historical 
works which Dr. Rosenberg wrote, the following 
appeared in English translations : ‘ The Birth of the 
German Republic, 1871-1918 “A History of Bol- 
shevism from Marx to the First Five-Year Plan ‘ 
(Oxford University Press): and “ A History of the 
German Republic, 1918-1930 * (Methuen). He is 
survived by a widow and three children. 


DR. EMIL MARGULIBS (Tel-Aviv), aged 66, 
was a leading Czechoslovak Zionist and communal! 
worker. He. was elected President of the Jewish 
Party in Czechoslovakia; acted as Zionist attorney 
at several Congresses; and took a prominent part 
in the work of the League of Nations Union and 
in the Congresses of European Minorities. He lived 
in Palestine for the last four years. |

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Decadence and Revival 


“And the Lord spake unto Moses: 
thee down; for thy people, which thou 
broughtest up out of the land of Egypt, have 
corrupted themselves. "—({Exodus xxxii., 7.) 


NE of the great features of the Holy Scriptures 

is their absolute realism. Israel is the chosen 

But the realism of the Bible implies a 

strictly accurate story about the times when the 

chosen people fail to be what they ought to be. 

Times of corruption and decadence im the history 

of the Jewish people are not hushed up by the Bible. 

With this radical realism, of which the story of the 

Golden Calf in this week's portion of the Law is 
our example, let us face present-day Judaism. 

What of the Judaism of our present day? The 

first word to be said here is: martyrdom. Now the 

Gentiles in the civilised rt of the world are 


‘Go, get 


- already appalled by what its happening and agree 


with us and repeat this word: Jewish martyrdom. 
Our Rabbis used the expression: “ the crown of 
martyrdom.” In the scale of great and praise- 
worthy personalities who have acquired merit 
before God, the martyr holds thé highest place. 
The crown of martyrdom in. its holy effuigence 
shines upon the Jewish people. But let us remember 
our obligation to be realistic. We have lost many 
Jewish leaders, many Jewish places of old tradition 
many centres of Jewish learning. A loss of bloc 
in the literal sense of the word has weakened the 
body of the Jewish people. And, therefore—iet us 
be realistic—the consequence of martyrdom will in 
the first place be decadence. . 


SCADENCE! That is painful realism. But we 

need wt. If we look upon our Jewish affairs, 
upon what is happening in our own house, the lack 
of unifying strength, the lack of real understandin 
of Judaism on the part of ‘our so-called Jewish 
politicians, the decline of spiritual leadership—does 
not all this point to what we call decadence? And 
it is not only the loss of blood which our people 
has suffered. The Jewish people lives in spiritual 
communication with the Gentile world. And of the 
Gentile world it can be said—and their best repre- 
sentatives have not hesitated to say it—that the sign 
Of decadence has shown itself on Western civilisa- 
tion And. we Jews afte a part: of Western 
civilisation. We shall rise: with its renewal. But 
now we have been infected by its decadence. This, 
and not only the loss of blood our people is suffer- 
img, is the cause of this Jewish decadence, which 
we are bound to acknowledge. 

Zionism has taught us to. speak of a Jewish 
renaissance. And, indeed, there was a. Jewish 
renaissance, but it is in some ways a thing of the 
past, and nobody should rest on the laurcis of the 
past. As Victorian. greatness was no guaranice 
against the decline of the years after 1918,-so the 
Hebrew renaissance in Palestine cannot conceal our 
present plight. But at the same time we have to 
be hopeful. There are people among us whom we 
can trust to play an important part m the rénewal 
of our Judaism. When those yoting people now 
facing death on the battleficld come back after the 
war, what kind of men will they be? They have 
lived tor years in close: contact with death: That 
makes a man sober. And it makes him understand 
what is really important and what is quite un- 
important. Facing death, man .remembers his 
nakedness before God. We are nothing. we are 
dust and ashes, all our self-conceit falls from us. 
If we live, who is it who has permitted us to live? 
it is God. If we who are dust and ashes can sce 
ourselves as created in the image of God, who is 
it who has lifted us to this height? It is God. 
Those who have lived in close contact with death 
will understand -all that. They will hate empty 
phrases. And this hatred will avail us, for it will 
Ki all words which are not deep, which are not 
true. Their hatred of empty phrases will cleanse 
our Jewish life, will tear to pieces. all this nebulous 
talk in the political and spiritual ficld: it will be 
the beginning of a Jewish renewal. Such hatred 
will avail us in the same way as a great love. 


HE renewal of Judaism may be connected with 
| new ideas and with new personalities demand- 
ing a revaluation of all that makes up our life, 
demanding a true and better and deeper interpreta- 
tion.of Judaism. But what we necd first for the 
renewal of Judatsm is a new Jewish lay movement. 


it- is a typical sign of our decadence that the old 


conceptions have become forgotten or—what is 
perhaps worse-—have altered their meaning. That 
is the case with the word layman. We have to 
differentiate between the Jewish and Christian con- 
ception of laity. If a Jew says | am only a layman, 
| am entirely dependent on somebody else for my 
relation to God and must inquire about such matters 
from him alone, he has accepted the Christian con- 
ception of the layman. No Jew must be a layman 
needing another man’s advice about man's relation 
to God. If he is, we call him an Am-haaretz. If 
we use the word layman for a Jewish man. we mean 
something else. “ Ye shall. be unto me a kingdom 
of priests.” Everyone shall be without an inter- 
mediary before God. Every Jew shall be in priestly 
independence before God. We all—officiating 
Rabbis and Baalé-batim, heads of Jewish familics— 
we are all laymen and without ecclesiastical tutelage. 
All great movements in Judaism were lay move- 
ments: the prophetic movement, the pharisaic 
movement were lay movements. Zionism at its 
best, where it is not purely official, or where it is 
not unreligious nationalism, was, and still is, a true 
Jewish lay movement. 
Judaism to-day, its ascent from the low level to 
which it has fallen, will take place through a Jewish 
religious lay movement. A Jewish laity with a new 
understanding of our Jewish teaching, ready and 
willing to learn, open fo the efforts of a Jewish 
adult education, that is the preliminary condition 
of our renewal.

The Arbitration Awards 


“SACRIFICES” DEMANDED OF ALL 


Mr. Isaac Landau, presiding at a meeting of the 
Board of Shechita ( 

issue), moved a vote

Dealing with the dispute that had arisen between 
the Board and some of its employees, Mr. Landau 
said that at the last meeting they had resolved to 
make a reduction of 10 per cent in the salaries of 
certain officials. In order to conform with certain 

al geen they had given formal notice to the 

ials concerned that at the end of three months 
their services would be terminated and they would 
be re-cengaged at a cut of 10 per cent. The Agudas 


- Hashochtim V'Shomrim had expressed concern at 


the Board’s decision, and had even later gone on 
strike. Thereupon, Sir Robert Waley Cohen had 
intervened, and at his invitation the Hon. Officers 
of the Board had met representatives of the Aguda 
and had agreed to Sir Robert as arbitrator. 


Two Claims Disallowed 


Sir’ Robert’s award (dated February 9) dis- 
allowed two of the Shochtim’s claims, one sug- 
gesting that the salaries should be made up Of those 
officials who had been put on half-time and then 
reinstated full time, and the other that, once they 
were appointed, they should be appointed for life. 
The other claims were substantially conceded. 


. They are, broadly, as follows: 


That in recognition of the higher cost of living during 
the war period there shall be an increase in salary of 15 per 
cent or 145. Sd. a week. whichever is the lesser; that a scaic 
of salaries shall be established, based on age and length of 
service (the maximum in the scale range from £6 10s, a 
week for shop shomrim to £9 a week for cattle shochtim); 


a comributory pensions fund shall be established (the. 


Board. besides edual contributions to those paid by cm- 
ployees, will make a single capital payment into the 


_ pensions fund of £10,000 in order to provide for appropriate 


pensions in duc course for certain older employees) 

The award allows for a delay until the Ministry of Food 
has issued a Statutory Rule and Order allowing for the fee 
of 1id. a Ib. on offal, provided this does not cxceed three 
monrhs 

It is also stated that it is recognised by all partics to 
the arbitration that shochtim should be accorded . dignificd 
treatment commensurate with the responsible status they 
occupy in the Board and the Community 

Finally. the award states that the sumBcr of men em- 


* ploved as cattle and poultry shochtim and poultry sealers ~ 


was excessive, reduces the number, and reeulates hours of 
cemploymem, but states that reasonablic pensions or rcason- 
able compensation should be paid to those whose services 
are terminated’ 

Sir Robert had written that he made the award 
in full confidence that. the sacrifices required would 
be readily shouldered by all those concerned: 

(1) a sacrifice by the Shechita Board of some £11,000 trom 
its accumulated reserve funds: (2) a sacrifice by the Jewish 
public by their paying the same Shechita fee of tid. per Ib. 
on offal as they now paid on other meat, () a sacrifice by 
the Kosher Butchers’ Retail Association by agrecing to 
abate the maximum amount which they are now allowed 
to charge to the Shechita Board.for the colicction and 
accounting of Shechita fees, from the maximum of: 5 per 
cent to 24 per cent on the basis of the cxisting quantity 
value of the meat rations: (4) a éacrifice by the members 
of the Aguda—not a financial one-—but they will be required 
to give up a portion of the Icisure they now enjoy as a 
result of the new arrangements which involve cach man 
giving a reasonably full day's work 


The New Expenditure Involved 


If all the awards of Sir Robert were But into 
effect it would mean a further annual expenditure 
of £4,000, pointed out Mr. Landau, and they were 
dependent on the Ministry of Food'’s consent to the 
increase of 14 a Ib. on the price of offal. He 
formglly moved that the Beard of Shechita instruct 
the Executive Commitice to implement the terms 
of the award and that the thanks of the Board be 
tendered to Sir Robert for his valuable service. 

Mr. A. Taylor questioned the regularity of the 
Hon. Officers’ action without a full meeting of the 
Board, and Mr. Landau, in reply, explained -that 
the shochtim had struck and they were faced with 
a possibility of having no kasher meat for the Com- 
munity, He had had to act quickly. 

The resolutions were carried. 

The financial statement for the half-year ended 
December 31, 1942, was passed, and grants were 
agreed, on the recommendation of the Executive, 
of £500 to the United Synagogue and £835 in respect 
of Rabbinical district supervisors for the yea! 

Mr. Landau said he had been asked by: the Beth 
Din to make a public statement about the delivery 
of meat on Fridays. On certain Fridays meat was 
delivered at such a time, and held up by the 
butchers, as to make it impossible for the Jewish 
housewife to obtain any meat before the Sabbath. 
Sir R. Waley Cohen and the Beth Din had made 
representations to the Ministry of Food on the 
matter, but they asked butchers and the Jewish 
public that this desecration of the Sabbath should 
not take place. 

Mr..J. Clarfelt (representing on the Board the 
wholesale butchers) said that there had been a 
mecting with the Ministry of representatives of the 
wholesalers, and as a result of certain changes being 
made in the distribution of the meat they would not 
have this difficulty any more.

My 
Honorary Officers feel that it is not in the interests 
of the Community that this corresporidence should 
be continued, and they do not propose to ask you 
to publish a rejoinder.

LORD SIMON ON WAR CRIMINALS 


Viscount Simon, the Lord Chancellor, said last 
week, speaking at St. Stephen's Club, S.W.. that 
provision for the surrender of Axis war criminals 
should, as far as possible, be made at the time of 
any armistice, and not postponed until the final 
settlement of treaty terms ‘ 

Emphasising that Britain would avoid mass 
reprisals, he said: “ We shall maintain in this 
matter the good British principle that only those 
should be punished who are proved to be guilty.” 

The Allies were, however, determined to cxact the 
surrender of those war criminals who were “ alive 
and available “ before fighting could be regarded as 
finally ended 

“ Our European Allies, no less than ourselves, 
attach the greatest importance to this stipulation.” 

The wholesale barbarities perpetrated on defence- 
less and innocent people by the Nazis, the fiendish 
cruelty inflicted by some of the Japanese, and the 
savage treatment inflicted by Germans’ Italian 
lackeys cried aloud, he said; for the punishment 
“not only of those highly-placed individuals who 
imspire and direct these monstrous crimes. but those 
also who. with cold-blooded ferocity, take a definite 
and responsible part in carrying them out.” The 
defence of superior orders would not be recog: 
nised where the perpetrator knew his deed to be 
infamous 

The Allied Governments had already collected 
a great deal of information to be put. before the 
United Nations Commission for the investigation 
of war crimes, he added. The idea of. persecuting 
the Jews came from Hitler's “ Mein Kampt.” That 
was one of the things which might. well heip to 
support an indictment.

being held all over the country—not Jewish, but 

! meetings—and through various articles in 
the Press and through all sorts of other ways, 
including the expressions in the House of Commons, 
He tendered special thanks to the Churches and said 
that the action taken by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and the Cardinal and others bad been 
of very great importance. 

But, added the President, when he came to the 
question of what had been done by the Government, 
he was afraid that what he had to say was not very 
much different from what he had said at the last 
meeting. There had been one statement made by 
the Government, in regard to this question, of a 
concrete character on the use of Palestine for saving 
Jews from Europe. 

He need hardly say, continued Dr. Brodetsky, 
that they were very grateful for anything that was 
done in order to help to save Jews, But in expres- 
sing this gratitude they could not help cxpressing 
also a certam amount of dissatisfaction with the 
smaliness of what had been done so far (hear, hear). 
They realised that the problem was one of very 
great difficulty; nevertheless, it was a fact that a 
certam number of things which their Government 
could do, and in which it did not need the co-opera- 
tian of other Governments, had not been done, and 
he thought that there was a very wide sense of 
dissatisfaction among British public Opinion with 


. thé Government that no steps had been taken to 


make it possible for any ‘refugees who could get 
away from Europe to come to this country. 


The North African Situation 


Referring to the situation in North Africa, the 
Chairman said that what they expected more than 
anything clse was the complete disappearance from 
any territory which came under the rule of the 
United Nations of anything that represented 
‘racial or any other kind of differentiation 
fapplause). This principle had not, as far as he 
knew, been carried out in North Africa and they 
looked to, their own Government and that of the 
United States to see that it was carried out as sooh 
as possible (applause) 

A Deputy drew attention to the fact that no 
British visas were granted to Jews as refuegces, but 
only to other nationals such as Czechs, Norwegians, 
Poles, Yugosiavs, and Greeks 

Councittor A Moss f€North Salford). asked 
whether it would not be possible to convene very 
soon a meetine of the Board which should be as 
representative as the conference that was held to 
deal with proposed relicf measures, so: that the 
Board might be able to consider and make public 
its Views m relation to post-war policy. He thought 
that tt was very important that Anglo-Jewish 
opinion should be vonmed at an carly stage in the 
dehberations. The American Jewish Committec 
had issued their views, with which in all probability 
some of them would not entirely agree 

Me. C.- Rupens .(Manchester, New 
Chassidim) drew particulars 
extremely insecure. position of people already 
stranded: in neutral countries. He quoted the case 
of parents who had four sons serving in the British 
Forces,. two of them British subjects, but their 
application for admission was turned down 

NatrHan oF Caurr (Shass, Old Montague 
Street) said he knew about this particular case, and 
he had known-other cases like m Where foreign 
parents m neutral countries had children fighting m 
the British or any of the United Nations’ Forces, 
it was an attitude indeed -hard to defend for a 
Government to “refuse admission to such parents 
unhappily in peril He would like to see 
down as a policy that where refuge was sought here 
for the parent or the wife or the children of any 
who were fighting in the British Forces they should 
as a matter.of course. subject to security considera- 
tions only, be admitted as refugees 


Revision of the Constitution 


At this stage—a qiorum was present-—it was 
decided to. proceed with the constitution revision. 

De. M. (United Synagoguc) moved the 
amendments to ‘the constitution recommended by 
the Law and Parhamentary Committee Gey 

After some discussion, an amended clause 1]. was 
approved, as follows: 

the Board of Deputies of British Jews. . . shall 
consist of representatives of 

(a) (1) Any congregation of Jews in the British Empire 
represented at the Board in April. 1943,-or (11.) later certified 
by the Ecclesiastical Authoritics (or in the case of a Reform 
Synagoguc by the Chairman of the Council of the West 
London Synagogue of British Jews and in the case of a 
Liberal Synagogue by the President of the Liberal Jewish 
Sveagoruc. St. lohn's Wood Read. London) t6 he a Con- 
arczation of Jews and having not less than SO members 

The Jewish bodies, socictics, and associations (tall of 
which are hereafter referred to.as Institutions represented 
at the Board in Anrii, 1943 

“ The Board may at any time admit other Institutions to 
representation on the application of such an Institution 
provided that such application shall not be granted excem 
with the approval of two-thirds at least of the members 
presemt and voting 

“ An oreanised Jewish section of any institutiin not com- 
prised wholly of Jewish membership can be regarded as 
cligible for representation at a Jewish institution,”

Mr. Percy Conen, C.B.E. (West London) with- 
drew an amendment he had put forward which 
specifically provided for recognition of trade unions 
of Jewish membership which might seek. representa- 
tion on the Board as such in favour of the Com- 
mittee’s own wording, 

Among. othcr amendments adopted was one to 
substitute the following for clause 7: 

congregation qualified to be represented may elect 
one. Deputy. and may. if having more than 100 members. 
elect an additional Deputy for every 10) members in. excess 
of 10 Provided always that as regards congregations 
which are constitucnts. of the United Synagcoguc fo sich 
additional Deputies shall be permitted without the writice 
consent of the Unned Synagogue 

Institutions may. elect the oumber of Deputies by which 
they were represemted on the Board in April. 1943. The 
number of Denputics which any other may clect 
am! any increase in the representation of amy institution shall 
be detcrmuned by the Board.” 

Mr. Percy Cohen moved, and Mr. W.. Pranks 
(Cantbridge) seconded, an amendment to insert: the 
following new clause in clause 9° 

“ Special Honorary Menmbership..-The Board may at its 
dwecrcven grant membersiup af hendtaty to 
individuals who have rendered distinguished services to 


Mr. Coben said that the admission proposed was 
affect the democratic and tative racter 
of the Board, which numbered over 300 individuals. 
He moved this amendment because he and others 
wished to bring to the Board men and women of 
known eminence by service to Anglo-Jewry or who 
held distinguished positions in other spheres. 


For and Against 

In the discussion which ensued, supporters of the 
amendment put, among other arguments, the 
parallel of the appointment of Aldermen on muni- 
cipal councils and poimted out also that many dis- 
tinguished people could not obtain nomination to 
the Board because of the method of selecting as 
ties friends of men in office or simply those 


honorary membership and on the fear that such 
distmguished persons might not attend mectings. 
particularly if they could not make their individual 
views prevail. : 

Mr. Cohen's amendment was lost, 

‘Mr. Cohen moved. and Mr M. 
(Adath YVisroe?) seconded, a further amendment (to 
clause 9) which asked that persons eligible to be 
Deputies should have been members of. the clecting 
Synagogue or institution for three years, instead of 
the one year hitherto provided in the clause

After a number of minor amendments of the 
Commitice had been adopted, an addition to clause 
46, moved by M: S. Berman (Birmingham New) 
was agreed to, providing for the sending of a

to the President of a Synagogue or institution whose 
Deputy has not attended once in 12 months, 
emphasising the fact that clatise 46 allows the said 
congregation or institution to declare such a Denuty's 
seat vacant, and providing further for an automatic 
vacancy should the Depuly not attend once in two 
years 3

CAREERS ADVICE 


From Monday this week the Employment of 
Women (Control of Engagement) Order, 1943, came 
into force. Its principal effect is to contro! the 
engagement of women aged 18 to 40 inclusive (the 
upper age-limit of control was formerly 30). Thus. 
apart from the exception specified in the Order, all 
women between 18 and 40 are now required to 
obtain thee employment through a Local Office of 
the Ministry of Labour and National Sctvice or an 
approved agency, and employers will only be able 
to engage, or seck to engage, such women by apply- 
ing through a Local Office or approved agency. 
Certain classes (e.¢.. women with children of thew 
own under 14 living with them; women employed 
in agriculture or as nurses or teachers) remain 
excepted. 

The Order docs aot tic women to their present jobs. Those 
within the scope of the Order are free to leave their job 
eeless they afte covered under the Essential Work Order, in 
which case they will need the permission of the National 
Service Officer before they can icave The Order does 
ensure that as women in age~<lasses 18 to 40 become avatl- 
able for work. cither because they leave their presem jobs 
or ate able to take up work, they will be put in the job 
where they are most needed in the national interest. Women 
outside the scope of this Order (and two other Orders 
affecting shipbuilding and coalmining) are frec to oDtain 
employment through any channel! they caeoose: those who 
have rceistcred should. however, ect the Local Office's 
approval tor jobs they for the mscives.

BAN ON CZECH CLUB IN 
LONDON 


‘Alleged Anti-Jewish Centre 


General Ingr, the Czechoslovak Minister for 
Defence, has put the Czechoslovak “ National 
House ™ in Bedford Place, W.C., out of bounds to 
all ranks of the Czechoslovak Arm His order 
alleges anti-Government agitation and the ill-treat- 
ment of a Jewish volunteer. 

The “ National House was originally the 
Czechoslovak colony club, founded long before 
Munich by Czechs and Slovaks resident in London. 
A Government official stated last week that most 
of these members had never lived in the independent 
Republic, but had come here from the Austrian 
Empire. 

When they were bombed out (says a MaNCHESTER 
GUARDIAN report) the Benes Government gave them 
the money to start a new clubhouse and found them 
the paper for a magazine. They were known to 
be reactionary in temper, but the Government's 
view was that in a democracy they were entitled 
to express their opinions, The paper, however, was 
used for anti-democratic and anti-Semitic prop4- 
ganda. Because of the character of its pamphiets 
the army had had to ban the sale of all its magazines 


wn the camps. 


The placing of the club out of bounds is no hard- 
ship to Czechoslovak troops, as there are many 
other national centres in London offermg the same 
facilities,

4 ery week we read in the Sidra about the census 
or the numbering that was taken of the child- 

ren of Israel. ach year a count of all-cligible 
to be soldiers was made (that is, from the age of 
20 upwards) and each man was required to pay 
his. annual contribution of a half-shekel Next 
week, strangely cnough, we again read the same 
portion trom out second Scfer. as.it m Shabbat 
Shekalim, the last Sabbath m Adar Rishon (this 
year is a‘leap year).. The shekel weight of silver 
was the unit of value through the whole of Jewish 
history down to the Babylonian captivity. 

The people were shawn that war, unfortunately, 
was something always to be prepared for, and there- 
fore cach man paid in the ransom before he went 
into battle, case he killed anyone. Every person, 
poor or rich, was reckoned equal in God's eyes 
and therefore the amount paid was the same for 
everyone. This money was collected and used the 
first year for the bases of the. pillars of the 
Tabernacie, and later, when the Temple was built, 
the half-shekel remained an annual tax which was 
used for the Temple service. In this way, every- 
one became a supporter of the true worship, and it 
was not left to a few individuals to pay for the 
service. -In fact, the rich were actually forbidden 
to. give more than the hali-shekel duc, so that the 
people could realise i was only by. united efforts 
shat the daily worship was maintained. When God 
first told Moses, * Let each) man give a ransom tor 
his soul,” Moses: was in ereat fear and answered, 
“if a man were to give all that he hath for his 
soul, it would not suffice.” God quieted him with 
the words, “ 1 do not ask what is due to Me, but

THE HOMECOMING 
No scenes more moving or poignant can have 


‘been witnessed in recent times than those which 


accompamed the reception in Palestine in the past 
few days of the first big batches of the refugee 
Jewish children escaping from the foul Nazi 
contagion, who have at last reached Eretz Y israc! 
from their temporary camp in Persia, after having 
been so heartlessly refused transit visas by Iraq. 
They took six weeks on the roundabout journey, 
through tropic seas, when, if only a little humanity 
had been shown by Iraq, they might have taken 
fewer than that number of days. One Jewish 
woman waiting at the Athiit station, when the little 
ones disembarked: from the train, recognised her 
child, whom she had lost on the Way from Poland 
to Russia carly in the war and had not seen since. 
A woman among the refugees (there were a number 
of adults accompanying the children) suddenly 
fainted at the door of the train—but it was because 
she was overcome with joy, as she recognised her 
husband, a Jewish officer in the Polish Army, wait- 
ing im the crowd. Many brothers and sisters (reports 
Paicor) were joyfully 


The children were na of praise for the kindly 
treatment afforded them by British troops and 
authorities throughout thei journcy, and there was 
almost an embarrassmem of gifts from Jews and 
non-Jews. Jewish soldiers lined the quayside at 
Port Suez, giving the children gifts and blue-white 
flags, inscribed m Hebrew: “ And the sons shall 
return to their home.” An interesting story attaches 
to the naming of a baby girl born to a refugee 
woman during the journey. The particular ship 
she travelied in was the Neuralia, a well-known 
British liner. The crew insisted that the baby be 
named after the ship, its name meaning “ bucky 
woman.” The parents immediately fell in with this 
suggestion, as “ Ner Aliyah” in Hebrew means 
‘light of immigration,” and so the additional little 
immigrant is called “-Alyah.”
